MISCONCEPTIONS 

A report by the US CiviLRights Com-

AttorneyThreatens Lawsuit on Behalf of 
Commercial Tenants in Orangeland Block 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN FRANCISCO - For more 
than 30 years，the "Orangeland" 
block of Chinatown，on the west 
Side of Stockton Street between 
Jackson and Washington streets，has 
been a thriving commercial area， 
dominated by the Orangeland fruit 
and vegetable Store that .occupies 
the corner of Jackson. 

Today，the block is more notable 
for its empty，locked-up storefronts. 
In the two-thirds of the block 
owned by SF landlord Mrs Young 
Ngook Gay Lee,， six of the 13 store- 
fronts are vacant. Four of them 
have closed Since May. Some of 
the remaining commercial tenants， 
frustrated by their failure to get 
_ long-term leases，appealed to the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce on 
June 16 to mediate the dispute. 

With the Chinese Press at hand， 
the tenants accused the landlord of 
Taising the TIents excessively and of 
jeopardizing their businesses by 
insisting on month-to-month leases.

Attorney Alan Yee，who repre- 
sents four of the commercial 
tenants， has scheduled a press 
conference for July 10 to denounce 
what he terms "persistent Trent 
gouging.”

included commercial space. Yee led 
3a Successful fight to block the 
project， The senior housing project 
Pineview，has_ since been relocated 
to the corner of Broadway and 
Mason Streets. 

Last January，Yee again saved 
the tenants from eviction when he 
persuaded the city's Abatement 
Appeals Board to grant a three-year 
Imoratorium on enforcement of a 
building code (E/[ 了 到 2/5/87). 

From January 1984 to October 
1985，when the Georo/Pineview pro- 
ject was under consideration，Self- 
Help for the Elderly acted as prop- 
erty manager for the Orangeland 
buildings.，3Since then，the, buildings 
have been managed by the Jay-Dee 
Company. 


“We think we have a good basis 
tor a lawsuit against the landlord 
as well as possibly Self-Help and 
Jay-Dee Company for breach of 
good faith and fair dealing,” said 
Yee. 

"We have been trying to negotiate 
a lease,”he continued.， "The land- 
lord's .Tesponse is: “Move out it you 
cant afftord the rent ”If its just to 
Spite the tenants and keep the place 
stores empty，the merchants think 
its bad for Chinatown . . .The 
landlord is providing .the grounds 
for advocates of commercial rent 
COntrOl." 

Stan Yee，owner of Jay-Dee Com- 
pany，angrily denied that the land- 
lord was acting improperly，and 
questioned the motives behind the 
charges. "Why，all of a sudden，do 
they want long-term jleases 计 they 
have been there for 25$ years with- 
out one? he asked.

UTIThe incident marked the beginning of the Chinese eight-year war of 

istance whbich ended with the Japanese Surrender in 1945. It was a

US Chinese， Of these, the UCWRS was the largest. 
EThese Organizations Sponsored demonstrations and public forums，distrib- 
ted Propaganda materials and，most impressively，helped raise a total of 
9 Imillion during the war years， This is even more inmipressive when we 
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consider the fact that the Chinese American population at that time， 
including men，women and children，was only about 70 to 80 thousands， 
and most of the employed were in lowly paid occupations. The Victory 
Hall in San Francisco Chinatown，built by UCWRS after the war with 
money left ovem is a fitting monument to this effort. 

The 50th anniversary of the Luguo Qiao incident this year took on new 
meaning as Japan's neighbors watched with growing apprehension the 
IeSsurgence of Japanese nationalism and chauvinism on the one hand，and 
the economic domination of East and Southeast Asia on the other. First， 
there was the deliberate downplaying of the Japanese aggression and 
atrocities during the war in school textbooks and Education Mininister 
Masayuki Fujio's justification of Japan's aggression. This was followed by 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone's visit to the Yasukuni Shrine comme- 
IOorating A-class war criminals and his derogatory remarks about minori- 
ties in the US and in Japan. Of particular concern to Japan's neighbors 
Was the Nakasone governments decision to lift its 1987 defense spending 
ceiling above 19% of her GNP for the first time since the end of World 
War JI and his indifference toward trade imbalance with Asian nations. 
These and other incidents led Deng Xiaoping in April to express China?s 
conceIn over Japans "chauvinism'"” and "mounting Imilitarism." 

Little wonder the 5S0th anniversary was widely commemorated in both 
Beijing and Taipei and in virtually all-major cities in the US with 
Substantial Chinese American populations. 

The Lugou Qiao Incident， like the history of the Sino-Japanese War and 
World War IU，should be remembered and the lessons from history under- 
st00d. TIo avoid a repeat of the tragedy，we must reaffirm the truth and 
Prevent any Tewriting of history，The Chinese American community can 
be proud of the role it played in educating the American public abonut 
Japanese imperiialism long before :the Pearl Harbor incident and in sup- 
porting Chinas war of resistance.

Minority Teachers Hired 


SAN FRANCISCO - Although 
enrollment of minority students is 
growing steadily in public schools 
around the country，fewer Asian，

ETHNIC DIVERSITY 


The University of California is 
charged by the Legislature with 
prIomoting ethnic_ diversity on its 
campuses by including under- 
Tepresented minorities. This goal 
should Not be interpreted as setting 
quotas or excluding qualified appli- 
cants. It ls 3a charge to the univer- 
Sity to _ include all groups without 
eliminating any one group. 

The university must reasSess its 
admission policies. From the find- 
ings of the task force, it is evident 
that the _ university is falling short 
of its Tesponsibility as a public 
institution to provide the opportu- 
nity for quality education for all 
of the residents of the state. 

ACR 70 petitions the Regents to 
require the ITepresentation of cl 
ethnic groups on the admissions and 
enrollment committees; to publicly 
disclose their admission policies; to 
intensify their outreach to counse- 


，lors，high school students and their 


parents;j to institute advisory 
committees with community leaders 
ITepresenting all ethnic g 外 oups，and 
to follow through on this petition 


with a report to the Legislature by 
March 1988. 

The resolution is pending on the 
Assembly floor. A resolution is not 
legally binding but expresses the 
intent of the Legislature to follow 
a Course of action. 

The demographics of this state 
are changing; the nine university 
campuses Imust be ready to accomo- 
date these changes as members of 
varIious ethnic groups seek the 
opportunity ftor advanced education. 

The university is given a further 
charge by the Legislature to adopt 
an admissions policy through which 
the _ ethnic and income composition 
of the applicants will reflect the 
composition of the state's high 
School graduates. Such a policy is to 
be established by the year 1990 -- 
Only three years from now. 

The university will not be able to 
achieve this goal by denying stu- 
dents from certain ethnic back- 
grounds the opportunity to _attend.
